Subtracting this sum from the £1M- available leaves £226,000 as a 
contribution to the set-aside for annual revenue commitments, a shortfall 
of £174,000, equivalent to a precept requirement of £13,920 pa."

A whole generation has grown up 
believing, despite what the Highway Code might say and regardless of cycle training 
classes, that the pavement was theirs to cycle on - and off - and on again, by 
right. Here they come, zig zagging between push chair and pensioner, up and down 
the kerb. Wheel it? You must be joking. Signals? That's just for Wimps. 

The Town Hall stands at the end of the Market place, just opposite the Red Lion and 
Hayward and White's estate agents office. Each month the council meets to discuss 
local affairs. I was surprised to hear that during the past 8 years, on only three 
ocasions had any members of the public attended, two ladies and one man, Perhaps it 
is a sign of trust and confidence in the wisdom of the council - perhaps.

NEWS FROM HEMPTON 


Hempton is evidently still on the map, for we had several visitors on 12 September. 
Clare Lester, who organised the Cycle Ride for us this year, reports: 

"To everyone’s surprise and relief the day dawned brightly on the now annual 
Oxfordshire Historic Churches Trust Sponsored Bicycle Ride. At 10am on the dot the 
first cyclist arrived at St John's, the start of a steady flow. After the lunchtime 
lull there was a further stream of visitors, the final cyclist arriving at 5. 40pm. 
In total we welcomed 96 visitors. Grateful thanks to all who provided them with 
such a warm welcome - the refreshments were much appreciated. Many thanks must also 
go to the six brave cyclists who were sponsored to raise money for St John's." 

The following Saturday, 19 September, the Friends of Hempton Church organised a Car 
Boot Sale in Deddington School playground, raising over £70 towards maintenance and 
“repairs. Unfortunately they still await permission from Oxford before proceeding 
with any church improvements. 

We may not have the benefit of a village steward, but the village looks very tidy. 
Several public spirited people have been out and about with mowers and strimmers, 
attending to the verges and churchyard. The field maples planted by the Residents' 
Association some 25 years ago are giving a fine splash of autumn colour. 

Mr Washington’s avenue of horse chestnuts, planted at about the same time, is 
achieving impressive proportions and I hear he intends to plant lots more bulbs 
along the roadside to cheer us all up in the spring. Now all we need is someone to 
empty the litter bins in St John's Way, and a notice board to discourage people 
from pinning bits of paper to the telegraph poles throughout the village. (I 
confess to being guilty of this offence in the past.) The old notice board was 
close to the post box, a very convenient position. At present all kinds of people 
use the church notice board, but there is not enough room for everything. The last 
Notice of Poll was pinned to the telegraph pole opposite the church, so one had to 
be very long sighted indeed, or risk life and limb, in order to read it! 

Harvest Festival was celebrated on the last Sunday in September. The Church was 
beautifully decorated, and many generous gifts of produce were auctioned after- 


wards. We hope some of the proceeds will go to help alleviate famine in Africa.

Mrs J C Ward, The Daedings, has donated a fragment of a greenish-black glass wine 
bottle, probably made in the 18th or late 17th century. Also what appears to be a 
very old nail, covered by layers of rust. Mr John Scott, Philcote Street, has 
donated a very primitive tool, discovered on his allotment. Mr David Hood, Earls 
Lane, has located material relating to a Building Society which operated in 
Deddington many years ago. Thanks to all our donors, we look forward to the day 
when it will be possible to display many items already received.

The old Deddington Fire Engine located by Mr Albert Humphries, is now in the 
possession of Oxfordshire County Council's Museum Service. It is understood that 
this Fire Engine was used on the occasion of ‘Johnson's fire’. If it is to be 
returned to Deddington, its rightful home, it will be necessary to demonstrate to 
the County Council that the village can properly house the apparatus. To find a 
suitable building is likely to be extremely difficult. 

To date no appeal has been made for specific items for the museum but there is 
always a first time for everything and I hope it may be possible for the Museum to 
acquire some of the old tokens which were issued by local businesses in the 17th 
century. Does anyone know where one (or more) may be? That really would be a find. 
Finally may I say that Mr Simon Townsend, one of the County Council's Senior Museum 
Officers, who is based at Banbury Museum, has very kindly offered to help in the. 
establishment and running of the Museum. His offer has been gratefully accepted.

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DEDDINGTON 2OOO© - THINKING ABOUT THE FUTURE by Bill Mace 


TRAFFIC CONTROL Our Highway Authority, Oxfordshire County Council, have 
hundreds of requests for "Traffic Calming" schemes. They can only undertake a 
handful in each financial year. By supplementing their resources from our Funds, we 
could probably get something done in Deddington. 

Residents in through roads nearly all have experience of screaming tyres and other 
evidence of excessive speed, as some barmpot swishes past, but "traffic calming" 
measures are expensive and cannot immediately be applied everywhere. Priorities 
will have to be established. 

In terms of hazard to life and limb, it looks as if the B4031 should. be our prime 
target; the traffic flow has increased by about 60 per cent in the last eighteen 
months, and is now almost as great as that of the A4260; speed on the populated 
Hempton Road is excessive; the “pinch points” each side of Chapel Square are 
regular sources of danger for pedestrians, especially when the 7.5 tonne limit is 
breached; excessive speed through Clifton and Hempton regularly occurs. What 
priorities do you think we should adopt, for the benefit of the whole community? 
CAR PARKING Many people would regard us as fortunate indeed to have a large 
car park freely available in the centre of the town; it undoubtedly helps to 
maintain shops and other local businesses. Many local people regard the Market 
Squere as a untidy mess, polluted by motor vehicles and the detritus associated 
with them. There is probably not a great "abuse" of this area, but residents do not 
enjoy the noise and obstruction outside their frontages. 

It is at present very unusual not to be able to park in the Market Place or Bull 
Ring, but this may change. The develpment of the "Pretoria House” site (behind the 
butcher's shop) will mean the loss of about 50 garages, and the displacement of 
perhaps thirty vehicles. The Planners prophesy a large increase in the number of 
cars on the road in the next few years; once the recession is over, they are likely 
(for once) to be right. It would seem prudent to begin thinking about extra car 
parking in the centre; such parking should be free, near to the Market Place; and 
not isolated (should be overlooked).

FIRE CALLS We have been fairly quiet during the last month, having received only 
16 calls; 1 small fire at the Horton Hospital, 1 petrol spillage, 1 chip van fire, 
{ house fire, 4 calls to flooding, 1 call to the Fi-11 crash at Upper Heyford, 2 
false alarms with good intent, 4 false alarms on automatic systems and 1 call to 
stand by at Bicester fire station. This brings the total so far to 182. 

RECRUITING AND TRAINING Andrew Hayward has passed his induction test, and is now 
turning out to fire calls. But we are still short of firefighters. I am writing 
this on Sunday 27 September and this last week owing to annual leave and sickness 
we have been down to 3 people available in the daytime, which is not considered to 
be enough for a crew. But we are allowed to respond to calls on our own patch and 
another applicance has to be sent to back us up. Next week, owing to sickness and 
annual leave we will again be off the run for 3 days because only 2 personnel are 
available. Therefore as anyone can see we really do need more personnel. In next 
month's issue I am hoping to be able to include a write-up from our Brigade 
Recruiting Officer.

THE WAY WE WERE 


DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS 460 by Buffy Heywood 


The following are extracts from the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the month 
of October 1842. During the second half of the month he goes to Brighton to join 
his wife and son convalescing there, and there are no further entries until his 
return to Deddington in November. 

1ST OCTOBER - in North Aston a respectable farmer named George Nobbs ‘with 13 
children and his wife pregnant with the 14th) was thrown from his horse in Duns Tew | 
Lane between !1 and 12 o'clock on Wednesday night the 28th and killed shocking to 
say. How it happened is not exactly known - he was in general a very steady man. 
3RD OCTOBER - A young man from Mixbury offered his services in George's place as a 
footman but I declined them, he having lived only with a gentleman farmer: [A 
DIFFERENT GEORGE, SURELY ~ EDS] 

4TH OCTOBER - Mr Davies of Bloxham called and I paid him my share, £13-3-3d, of the 
expenses of remeasuring and mapping Souldern field, as a proprietor of lands there. 
8TH OCTOBER - the 14th Anniversary of our Wedding Day. 

9TH OCTOBER - Wrote to Capt Broome at Banbury about two drunken soldiers obliged to 
be shut up in the Cage last night - on a recruiting party here. He came over from 
Banbury and saw them, I left the case in his hands. He had been apprised of the 
privates’ conduct by the Sergeant I believe. 

11TH OCTOBER ~ I started to Brighton again to join Susan, the children, Miss 
Bradshaw and Mrs Barrs., 

4TH NOVEMBER ~ a very fine beautiful day. We arrived safe at home from Brighton 
having spent one day in London yesterday. We left Brighton with regret - having 
remained there nearly 6 weeks.
